Gay marriage ban 
struck down by Calif, 
federal appeals court 

San Francisco 

A federal appeals court on Tues- 
day declared California’s same- 
sex marriage ban unconstitutional 
but agreed to give sponsors of the 
bitterly contested, voter-approved 
law time to appeal the ruling before 
ordering the state to resume allow- 
ing gay couples to wed. 

The three-judge panel of the 
9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled 2-1 that a lower court judge 
correctly interpreted the U.S. Con- 
stitution and Supreme Court prec- 
edents when he declared in 2010 
that Proposition 8 — a response to 
an earlier state court decision that 
legalized gay marriage — was a 
violation of the civil rights of gays 
and lesbians.

In Atlanta, Karen Handel, a 
Komen vice president who played a 
role in the initial decision to cut fund- 
ing to Planned Parenthood, resigned 
Tuesday. “I am deeply disappointed 
by the gross mischaracterizations of 


the strategy, its rationale, and my 
involvement in it,” Handel said in 
her resignation letter. 

The Obama administration’s 
contraception ruling says church- 
affiliated employers’ health insur- 
ance plans will have to cover birth 
control. Churches are not covered 
by the rule, but affiliated employ- 
ers such as colleges and hospi- 
tals are. 

David Axelrod, a top political 
aide to Obama, hinted at possible 
adjustments to the rule or its appli- 
cation. He told MSNBC the admin- 
istration didn’t intend to “abridge 
anyone’s religious freedom.” 

In Colorado during a rally, 
Mitt Romney, a Mormon, decried 
Obama’s “assault on religion,” say- 
ing the new contraception ruling 
was “a real blow ... to our friends 
in the Catholic faith.” 

Newt Gingrich, a Catholic, 
told Ohio Republicans, “There 
has been a lot of talk about 
the Obama administration’s 
attack on the Catholic Church.”

Moscow Reaches Out to Assad in Syria 


Russian envoy urges 
regime to pursue 
dialogue, reforms 

Beirut 

Days after blocking a U.S.-backed 
peace plan at the U.N., senior Rus- 
sian officials pushed for reforms 
Tuesday during an emergency 
meeting with Syrian President 
Bashar Assad, promoting a deal 
to end the bloody uprising without 
removing him from power. 

Thousands of flag-waving gov- 
ernment supporters cheered the 
Russians in the capital of Damas- 


cus, while to the north, Assad’s 
forces pounded the city of Homs, 
underscoring the rifts propelling 
the country toward civil war. 

The violence, which the U.N. 
says has killed at least 5,400 peo- 
ple, has prompted the most severe 
international isolation in more than 
40 years of Assad family rule. 

France, Italy, Spain and Belgium 
pulled their ambassadors from 
Damascus, as did six Gulf nations, 
including Saudi Arabia. Germany, 
whose envoy left Syria this month, 
said he would not be replaced. The 
moves came a day after the U.S. 
closed its embassy there and Brit- 
ain recalled its envoy. 


Russian Foreign Minister Sergey 
Lavrov on Tuesday flew to Damas- 
cus to try to boost a plan to keep 
Assad in power. The visit was evi- 
dence that Moscow does not want 
to be seen as giving Assad a pass to 
crush dissent in the wake of Satur- 
day’s Security Council veto. 

Both Russia and China blocked 
a resolution backing calls for Assad 
to hand over power to defuse the 
11-month crisis. Russia has opposed 
any U.N. call that could be inter- 
preted as advocating military inter- 
vention or regime change. 

Moscow urged all sides in Syria 
to hold a meaningful dialogue.

Growing Outcry 

Tiirkey, once a strong ally of 

Bashar Assad’s regime, added its 
voice to the international condem- 
nation on Tuesday. Prime Minis- 
ter Recep Tayyip Erdogan said his 
country cannot remain silent about 
the massacres in Syria, and Turkey 
would “launch a new initiative with 
countries that stand by the Syrian 
people instead of the regime." His 
comments reflect a growing move- 
ment by the U.S. and its allies to or- 
ganize a coalition of nations to back 
Syria’s opposition, though what kind 
of support remains unclear, (ap) 


implemented in order to address 
legitimate demands of the people 
striving for a better life,” Lavrov 
said, according to ITAR-Tass. 

Assad replied that Syria is deter- 
mined to hold a national dialogue, 
saying his regime was “ready to 
cooperate with any effort that 
boosts stability in Syria,” state news 
agency SANA reported. SANA also 
said a panel tasked with drafting a 
new constitution will submit rec- 
ommendations to Assad soon. 

But such overtures are unlikely 
to satisfy opposition leaders who 
say they will accept nothing less 
than the downfall of the regime.

Cold Yields a Flurry of Skate Prep 


Anticipation builds 
for the Netherlands’ 
rare 125-mile race 

The Hauge, Netherlands 

Volunteers poured onto frozen riv- 
ers and lakes in the northern Neth- 
erlands on Tuesday to shovel snow, 
a major hurdle to a grueling speed- 
skating race being held for the first 
time in 15 years. 

Helpers from as far afield as 
Amsterdam, more than 60 miles 
away, cleared the ice after organiz- 
ers of the Elfstedentocht, or 11 Cit- 
ies Tour, warned that Friday’s snow 
was hampering ice growth.

Europe has been hit with more 
than a week of extreme weather, 
as thousands are still trapped by 
snow in the Balkans. The prospect 
of flooding due to melting snow is

Florence Green never saw the front 
line. Her war was spent serving 
food, not dodging bullets. 

But Green, who died Satur- 
day in England at 110, two weeks 
before her 111th birthday, was the 
last known surviving veteran of 
World War I. She was serving with 
the Women’s Royal Air Force as a 
waitress at an air base in eastern 
England when the guns fell silent 
on Nov. 11, 1918. 

It was not until 2010 that she 
was officially recognized as a vet- 


eran after a researcher found her 
service record in Britain’s Nation- 
al Archives. 

Green remembered her war- 
time service with affection. “In 
many ways, I had the time of my 
life,” she said in 2008. 

The last U.S. veteran of the con- 
flict was Frank Buckles of Charles 
Town, WVa., who drove ambulanc- 
es in France for the U.S. Army. He 
died in February 2011. 

The war’s last known combat- 
ant, Royal Navy veteran Claude 
Choules, died in Australia in 
May. (AP)

Ward 7 community 
says proposed facility 
would be a nuisance 


Washington 

Like many of her neighbors in 
the Kingman Park community of 
Ward 7, Beverly Mullins is looking 
forward to the day when trolleys 
start rolling up and down Ben- 
ning Road. But she’s not happy 
about where the streetcars might 
be parked overnight: just across 
Benning near her home. 

Mullins is one of hundreds of 
Kingman Park residents organiz- 
ing to stop a city proposal that calls 
for a trolley car barn near the east- 
ern terminus of the H Street/Ben- 
ning Road line. The MjOOO-square- 
foot facility would sit on a grassy 
swath of Spingarn High School’s 
grounds and house several trol- 
ley cars at night, according to the 
proposal. 


The facility also would be an 
operations base and maintenance 
facility where workers would be 
trained to fix the streetcars. 

Residents said they are con- 
cerned that the $13 million car barn 
would create a noise nuisance, dis- 
turbing their quiet community of 
single-family homes.

“This is an industrial use they 
want to put in a residential neighbor- 
hood,” said Mullins, who has lived in 
the community for 27 years. 


Lisa White, an advisory neigh- 
borhood commissioner, said the 
community feels the project was 
foisted upon them. “They never 
asked our opinion,” she said. “They 
just said: ‘Here it is.’” 

John Lisle, a spokesman for the 
city’s Department of Transpor- 
tation, said the site at Spingarn 
worked the best because it helped 
keep costs down and presented the 
right amount of developable space. 
He disagreed with residents con- 
cerns about noise. 

“It’s going to be an enclosed 
building, so I think the noise will 
be less than some people think,” he 
said, adding that the streetcars are 
slated to begin running in 2013. 
“We’re sensitive to the communi- 
ty’s concerns.” 

White said residents are 
unbowed. “We’re going to con- 
tinue to attend meetings, send 
emails and ask about alterna- 
tive sites,” she said, chris l. jenkins

GSA picks real estate 
magnate’s eompany 
for hotel conversion 

Washington 

The General Services Administra- 
tion has selected a proposal from 
Trump Hotel Collection, the lodg- 
ing brand that bears the name of 
the New York real estate magnate, 
to turn the historic Old Post Office 
Pavilion on Pennsylvania Avenue 
into a luxury hotel with at least 
250 rooms, conference facilities, 
a spa and restaurants. 

Robert Peck, GSAs commission- 
er of the Public Buildings Service, 


issued a statement saying Trump 
was selected to save taxpayers 
money and take better advantage 
of the historic property. 

“Deciding to move forward with 
redeveloping this iconic property 
will save millions in taxpayer dol- 
lars each year. The tremendous 
response from the private sector 
allowed us to select a proposal that 
will provide a consistent revenue 
stream for the Federal Government 
and better utilize a historic prop- 
erty on our nation’s Main Street,” 
Peck said in a statement. 

“The Trump Organization plan 
will preserve the historic nature of 
the building and improve the vital- 
ity of Pennsylvania Avenue,” Peck

added. “This redevelopment repre- 
sents good business sense on behalf 
of the American taxpayer, the fed- 
eral government and the District 
of Columbia.” 

Though listed on the Nation- 
al Register of Historic Places and 
located on Pennsylvania Avenue 
between the White House and the 
Capitol, the Old Post Office has 
been deemed under-utilized by 
the government. The GSA began 
soliciting proposals to redevelop 
the property in March.

Obama Backs 
Super PACs 


To take on the GOP in fundraising, 
the president changes his position 


Washington 

In a reversal. President Obama is 
embracing the big-money fundrais- 
ing groups he assailed as a “threat 
to our democracy” on the grounds 
they let money corrode elections. 
His shift is a pragmatic move to 
win re-election, and a concession 
that his team had no choice but to 
catch up and go along with today’s 
supercharged rules. 

Swamped by outside Republi- 
can groups in fundraising so far, 
Obama belatedly decided to give 
his blessing to so-called “super 
PACs,” which can accept unlim- 
ited donations from corporations, 
labor unions and wealthy individ- 
uals. Both Obama’s campaign and 
the White House maintain that the 
president does not support today’s 


rules but that he realized belatedly 
he must play by them to give him- 
self a competitive chance at a sec- 
ond term. 

The president is already facing 
criticism that he is compromis- 
ing on principle and succumbing 
to Washington political rules he 
pledged to change. 

Campaign manager Jim Messi- 
na said the president’s campaign 
“can’t allow for two sets of rules” in 
which the Republican presidential 
nominee benefits from “unlimited 


spending and Democrats unilater- 
ally disarm,” a telling reference to 
what amounts to a political war of 
advertising. 

The Supreme Court opened the 
door to “super” political action 
committees, stripping away some 
limits on campaign contributions 
in its 2010 decision in the Citizens 
United case, a ruling Obama has 
spoken against. 

Super PACs can’t coordinate 
directly with candidates or cam- 
paigns, but they have played a 
major role in the GOP primary by 
raising millions of dollars. 

Republicans jeered Obama’s 
decision, and they weren’t alone.

Super Spenders 

President Obama’s campaign and sup- 
porters at the Democratic National 
Committee and at the super PAC Prior- 
ities USA actually have out-spent their 
GOP counterparts by nearly 2-to-l, re- 
cords show. Financial reports as of late 
2011 show Obama’s re-election effort 
garnered nearly $253 million in contri- 
butions and had $95.9 million still on 
hand. But the fundraising gap may be 
Starting to narrow. While Obama-sup- 
porting groups have largely out-raised 
Republicans, including Mitt Romney’s 
campaign, GOP-leaning groups such 
as Restore Our Future, and the Re- 
publican National Committee have 
brought the GOP total to $226 million. 
Democrats say they fear an avalanche 
of a half-billion dollars from the out- 
side GDP-supporting groups, (ap) 


Meanwhile 

The Obama campaign said Tues- 
day that it would return $200,000 in 
campaign contributions collected 
byfamilymembersof a Mexican ca- 
sino owner who fled the U.S. after 
facing drug and fraud charges. Cam- 
paign officials said they were iden- 
tifying donations bundled by others 
with connections to Juan Jose Ro- 
jas Cardona, expected to be about 
$100,000, and would return those 
funds, too. (AP) 


Supporters of more openness in 
government said the president had 
capitulated on his past calls to rein 
in the role of money in politics. 

Former senator Russ Feingold, 
D-Wis., a longtime advocate for 
campaign finance limits, said the 
decision to support the super PAC 
would “gut a winning, progressive 
strategy. When Democrats play by 
Republican rules, people see our 
party as weak.” 

Republicans jumped on Obama’s 
embrace of the super PACs and 
made clear they would use it against 
him. “Just another broken prom- 
ise,” House Speaker John Boehner, 
R-Ohio, said of Obama’s decision. 

Not facing any primary oppo- 
sition, Obama’s campaign has 
socked away tens of millions of 
dollars. But his team took notice as 
recent fundraising reports revealed 
a large disparity with Republi- 
can super PACs: American Cross- 
roads and Crossroads GPS raised 
$51 million last year, while major 
Democratic groups — including 
Priorities USA Action — collect- 
ed $19 million. 

Democrats have raised con- 
cerns about the potential impact 
of the super PACs on the gener- 
al election. 

Obama campaign senior strate- 
gist David Axelrod said last month 
that the “prospect of hundreds of 
millions of dollars of negative ads 
raining down on us is not a pros- 
pect that I relish.” 

But he said then that Obama 
was “thoroughly known to the 
American people” and would 
be less vulnerable to such ads.

Playing as a 
backup to Ray Rice this year, Wil- 
liams ran for 444 yards and scored 
two touchdowns. 

He also became the 26th player 
in NFL history to reach 10,000 yards 
rushing, hitting the plateau in the 


season finale at Cincinnati. 

Williams retired previously 
before the 2004 season when fac- 
ing a four-game suspension for vio- 
lating the league’s drug policy. He 
returned in 2005, then left to spend 
the 2006 season with Toronto in the 
Canadian Football League. 

On his Twitter account, Wil- 


liams said he intends to “do some- 
thing really special” in the next 
phase of his life.

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It is a shining example of grassroots folk craft kept alive for more than 2,000 
years. Chinese shadow puppetry encompasses both the performance and 
the delicate art of making the leather puppets, Zhang Zixuan travels across 

China to track down the masters. 



THREE SCHOOLS OF SHADOW PUPPETRY 

After 1911, three schools of shadow play took shape: the western school 
which mainly referred to that in Shaanxi province, the northern school 
dominated by artists in Luanzhou in Hebei province and the southern school 
originated from Hangzhou in Zhejiang province. With the development and 
integration of local music and culture, shadow play gained popularity in 
more than 20 provinces across China. Different counties even have their own 
unique shadow plays which incorporate local culture and flavor in terms of 
silhouette-making skills, singing and the images themselves. 


T he light shines 
out under the 
curtain of night, 
and as we 
approach, it gets 
brighter and 
stronger, just 
like the music and singing 
from the same source. 

We finally see what it is — a 
translucent cloth illuminated by 
a single bulb, a canvas for the 
colorful silhouettes of cut-out 
figures acting out the story of 
how the folk hero Zhu Yuanzhang 
rose from his peasant roots and 
overthrew the Mongolian Yuan 
Dynasty (1271-1368), and then 
founded the Ming empire. Despite 
runny noses from the frigid cold, 
members of the audience sit 
cross-legged on the frozen earth 
in front of the stage, entranced 
by the performance. In Huaxian 
county, Shaanxi province, where 
it all began more than 2,000 
years ago, shadow puppetry is 
still very much a part of most any 
important occasion in village life 
— be it birth, death or marriage. 
The performance in front of us, 
for example, commemorates 
a funeral. For puppeteer Wei 
Jinquan, the sadness is doubled. 
He buried his father, shadow 
puppet master singer Wei Zhenye 
only four days ago. The senior Wei 
was 81, and among those who had 
gathered to perform in his honor 
was his son. 

Although his heart is still heavy, 
Wei Jinquan continues with the 
show. 

“It was tough sending off my own 
father,” the 47-year-old admits, 
even though he has performed 
at countless funerals throughout 
his career and will continue the 
tradition. 

He’s still coping with the pain, 
but Wei makes sure his troupe 
turns up at 5:30 pm sharp at 
Shengshan village, where the 
show is at that night. 

As soon as they find suitable flat 
ground outside the deceased’s 
home to set up the stage, the troupe 
members start work putting up the 
frames. 

All tasks are handled by the 
five-member troupe, and they will 
handle everything from setting up, 
to playing the music, prepping the 
props and of course, manipulating 


the puppets and making them 
come alive for the audience. 

The most representative work 
is something called Wanwan 
Qiang, a singing style famous for 
its delicacy and exquisite tones, 
delivered with heart-tugging 
pathos. 

As the white canvas goes up, 
stretched tight across the front 
of the stage, the space behind 
is draped in black, leaving only a 
narrow path for the performers to 
squeeze in and out. 

Within 20 minutes, the stage on 
stilts is ready. 

Dong Jinshui, 68, troupe leader 
and vocalist, tells the others 


to eat. The family courtyard is 
packed with village neighbors here 
to pay their condolences and food 
is being served as guests arrive in 
waves. 

Wei and his troupe sit down and 
eat, passing along a cup with fiery 


white spirit that is refilled again 
and again. 

“It will be a long night,” they 
tell each other. “Drink more to 
keep warm and to keep up your 
strength.” 

When their bellies are warm and 


full, the five performers squeeze 
backstage to get ready for the show 
— which will be four hours long. 

The puppets, the microphone 
and the musical instruments are 
all ready, as well as a full flask 
of drinks in a thermos bottle. A 
packet of cigarettes is handed 
around by a member of the host 
family. In the next four to five 
hours, no one will be able to leave 
the enclosure, not even for a 
bathroom break. 

Wei sits in the middle behind the 
backdrop and starts manipulating 
the puppets. A full-length play 
usually involves more than 60 
figures so moving several puppets 
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at once is nothing special for him. 

Dong, the solo singer, will deliver 
all the songs in the play. When the 
act features crowds or armies, 
his fellow troupers will join in the 
chorus. Apart from singing, Dong 
also plays the yueqin, a two- 
stringed instrument as well as the 
drums and gongs. 

Another musician is Liu Xingwen, 
who plays banhu, another string 
instrument, and suona, the 
little Chinese trumpet. More 
importantly, he is in charge of 
making sure the right puppets are 
ready for Wei when he needs them. 

Eager to see the 
play, the villagers 
have all finished 
dinner early and are 
gathering in front of 
the stage to make 
sure they get the 
best view. 

Wu Hongxin, who is 
from the neighboring 
village of Wujiapu, 
came early with his 
special chair to get a 
good spot. He is not 
particularly close to 
the deceased but he 
knows the shadow- 
play plots like the back of his 
hands. 

“I can recognize the play as 
soon as the opening notes start,” 
the 84-year-old says with pride. 
He has been following these plays 
since he was in training pants. 

Just as the fans are of certain 
vintage, those who practice the 
art are also getting old. 

In the days when shadow 
puppet shows were most popular, 
more than 10 troupes competed 
with each other for elbow space 
at temple fairs. Now, less than 
20 performers are left, and the 
number is shrinking as the days 
pass. 

Pan Jingle, 83, acknowledged as 
the “living fossil” of Huaxian shadow 
puppetry, is arguably the oldest 
singing master still alive. He was the 
one who dubbed the shadow play 
scenes in Zhang Yimou’s award- 
winning film, To Live. 

Out of a repertoire of 200 full- 
length shadow plays. Pan sings 
Wanwan Qiang with the most 
vitality. His rich, high-pitched voice 
singing the female roles has drawn 
many in the audiences backstage 
to marvel for themselves. 


But Pan is getting lonelier and 
more isolated as more and more 
of his fellow performers die of old 
age. He, too, cannot be as active as 
he used to be and his faculties are 
fading with age. 

“It’s a shame there was not 
more systematic documentation 
of all the plays while Pan could still 
remember them,” says Wei Liqun, 
who was responsible for drafting 
the nomination of the Chinese 
Shadow Puppets to UNESCO’s 
Representative List of Intangible 
Cultural Heritage of Humanity. 

When the plays are passed down 
via word of mouth, 
things get lost in 
transition, and less 
and less are taught 
to new apprentices. 
Some of Pan’s best 
pupils are already in 
their 60s. 

Wei Jinquan and 
his four colleagues 
are the last surviving 
performers, and 
they started as 
teenagers. 

Dressed in their 
handmade wadded 
cotton jackets, the 
five country folks have taken 
Huaxian shadow puppet shows 
to as far as Germany, the United 
Kingdom and France, and received 
overwhelming praise for their art. 

That’s why no one could be 
happier when Chinese Shadow 
Puppetry was officially inscribed 
on the UNESCO’s Representative 
List of the Intangible Cultural 
Heritage of Humanity in November 
2011 . 

But after the exuberance comes 
the worry. What if no one inherits 
the art form? 

“Many young people are 
learning but none are willing to 
work as performers.” 

Wei explains that an all-night 
performance only brings in about 
1,000 yuan ($159) for the whole 
troupe. 

“The traditional plays are also 
losing audiences,” Wei says. 
“Perhaps producing newer plays 
with multimedia presentation may 
be a workable solution.” 

But while they can, Wei’s troupe 
will still continue performing on 
their rural stage. 

“That’s where Huaxian shadow 
puppetry has its roots.”

THE PROCESS 

Shadow play puppets are made from many different materials such as 
leather, skins and paper. One of the most popular materials is leather. After 
removing flesh and fur, the leather is stretched onto a frame to dry. 





• Upon removing the leather from 
the frame, the puppetmaker marks 
the skin into different parts. Each 
portion of the leather will be made 
into a different body part. 


• Thinner pieces are used for 
the upperbody to ensure better 
movement whereas thicker parts 
are used to create a stable lower 
body. 


• Details such as facial features 
are carefully carved out of the 
material. Simple colors are added 
for detailing. 


• The parts cut out from the marked 
leather, joints are punched in, and 
the pieces are joined together with 
leather ropes. Continuous patterns 
are then drafted onto the different 
body parts. 


• Once the pattern are carved 
out, the puppet is then painted 
with natural paints. The last step 
before the puppet is complete is the 
installation of control rods. 
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If your high school students are seeking 
college credit, exploring a new interest or 
want to experience campus life firsthand, they 
are certain to find a program at Georgetown 
that will set them apart from their peers.

Where does one start? Until this year, ex- 
tensive spread sheets and time-consuming 
searches were the norm for area parents.

"With all the resources on the Internet, 
there should be an easier way to solve 
this. I should be able to plug in dates 
and see what's available." Her husband 
overheard her and said, "That's a home 
run." And CampEasy.com was born. 

"After I started researching for this 
business, I learned that camps face an 
equal and opposite problem to what 
parents face every year," Salkoff said. 
"Camps can't easily market themselves to 
parents. CampEasy is an effective platform 
to connect the two." 

Another unique feature of the service is 
that parents can search for multiple kids' 
interests at the same time while planning 
their children's summer schedules. The 
camps' proximity to one another is also

provided so that parents aren't required to 
drop their children off at two inconvenient 
places at the same time. CampEasy 
coordinates disparate pieces of information 
in one convenient place. 

As of the end of January, CampEasy had 
1,500 camps in its database. The site plans 
to add spring break and winter break camps 
by the end of the year. 

"With the kind of camps I'm learning 
about, I want to be a kid again. Kids can 
learn to be trapeze acrobats, travel the 
world doing service projects.... It's really 
amazing," Salkoff marveled. ■
